| Delaney said that Dun Laoghaire 
differed from most other urban areas in the 
Saorstat, because it was a modern town. 
built on short-term leases, on plots of ground 
leased out about the year- 1804 hy the ground 
landlords, Lords Longford and de Vesci, at a 
rent of about per Irish acre. It was a 
well-known fact that the ground landlords 
made little or no contribution towards the 
development of the district as a residential 
seaside resort. 

Apart from considerable-imprevement paid 
for out of revenue, the Urban Council had 
between the years 1871 and 1925, ex ended 
out of borrowed capital upwards of 
on permanent works in the district, and since 
the latter year very large sums had been 
spent up to the —— year. As events 
happened in the district, the owners of the 
soil were soon to reap a rich harvest from 
the enterprise of the townspeople who had 
invested their capital, building houses and 
purchasing houses held on short-term leases. 
According to evidence given by the late Mr 
Stewart before the Town Holding Commission 
in 1886, the net rental derived from the 
Longford and de Vesci estate in that year 
amounted to £7,641, and Mr. Stewart then ad- 
mitted that on expiration of the existing 
leases the rental would ultimately amount. to 
between £70,000 and £80,000 per annum. 
Possibly by this time it may have reached, if 
not exceeded, this fabulous sum. 


“ CONFISCATION ” 


Mr. Delaney gave instances of what he 
described as the confiscation carried out by 
that. estate, and remarked that the law, as 
it then existed, allowed it, but that that law 
was made by the landlord class to suit, them- 
selves. A large number of houses erected 
in various areas when the demand became 
acute for houses, had, he said, been con- 
fiscated from the rightful owners, becanse 
they could not comply with the requirements 
of the estate, and were allowed, through the 


neglect of the estate, to become slums, and | 


had to be cleared by the Urban Council. 

Several of the beautiful houses in Cros- 
thwaite Park, Royal terrace, and other areas, 
‘confiscated by the estate from the rightful 
owners, were becoming tenements, being let 
in flats to three or four families, at rents 
of 25s. per week to 15s., for basement flats. 
These would soon become overcrowded and 
have to be made clearance areas. 

The Chairman observed that some of the 
evidence submitted by Mr. Delaney was 
irrelevant. as being outside the terms of 
reference of the Tribunal. 

Heplying to members of the Tribunal, Mr. 
Delaney said that what the Borough Council 
wanted was that every tenant should be able 
to purchase at a fair price. If a tenant paid 
so much per week,-for, say, 25 years, he 
should then become the owner. The Council 
had to house those who had been deprived 
of their houses by landlords, and people who 
were paying fabulous.prices for their houses 
were also paying. for those, whom . landlords 
had deprived of their houses, Those who | 
leveloped the place should get a reversionary 
lease, because a 99 years’ lease was not suffi- | 
cient. Some of the high houses in Dun 
Laoghajre were falling into disrepair. People 
were leaving them because of the high rents. 

The Chairman said that Mr. Delaney had | 
been speaking of ‘‘fabulous”’ rents, but had 
got given any evidence of them. hiceeke

The Minister for Education has taken na 
lead in bringing together those interested 
in art, and set up a board to examine the 
position in our Metropolitan School of 
Art. So ° far music seems the 
“ Cinderella ” crying out for a fairy god- 
mother, such as every other nation has 
found. We need an Irish Conservatoire— 
an all-embracing Academy—fully subsi- 
dised as in every capital, where the 
poorest child with talent can be taken 
and educated.

cerned for nearly forty years. 

As one who has had considerable expe- 
rience for almost fifty years an work for 
prisoners and an endeavour to secure prison 
reform allow me to state a few of the re- 
sults of these Acts which come to my mind: 
The death of young John Mandeville, to 


the death of young Nally, of Claremorris; 
the death of Thomas Ashe; the release in- 
sane of seven out of twenty-seven treason 
felony prisoners from Portland, three of 
whom had to be certified and died. one in 
Grangegorman and two im asylums in 
America. One of these two, in spite of 
vigilance, died by his own hand. Four, after 
careful nursing, recovered. I, unde: doctor's 
guidance, took part in that nursing 

It is appalling to think that new prison 
regulations based on old British Acts which 
had such terrible results, and which are now 
abandoned in England, should be re-intro- 
duced in Ireland. 


That these new regulations are producing 
the same tragic consequences as did the old 
ones on which they are based is proved 


heyond contention by the evidence given at 
the inquest on young Sean Glynn. Since 
April one prisoner is dead, one in an asylum ; 
and I can personally state that several other 
prisoners released from Arbour Hill are atill 
having to be carefully nursed by their 
families These new regulations must be 
abolished, 

It is not enough to change or abolish these 
regulations. 

Fifty-seven young men have since April 
been subjected to this same terrible nervous 
strain of complete silence and isolation in tiny 
cells for twenty-four hours out of twenty- 
four. . 

The physical appearance of the four pri- 
soners who were subpoenaed by the Coroner 
to give evidence at the inquest shocked 
everybody. They looked like old or middle- 
aged men after severe illness. Yet the three 
young military doctors in charge of Arbour 
Hill discovered nothing wrong with them or 
with Sean Glynn. To allow these men six 
hours’ association outside the tiny stone cells 
in which they have suffered so much is not 
sufficient to restore them to normal health. 
Any specialist on nervous illness will agree 
with me. If they are to recover their health 
complete change of environment is necessary. 
I would say that all should be sent for 
at least a week to a hospitel or a nursing 


civilian doctors, before they return to their 
ordinary work, unless their whole future lives 
are to suffer from the awful strain they have 
undergone. 
The lives and health of fifty-seven of our 
fellow-men are worth preserving. 
I ask my fellow-countrymen and women to 
consider this, and to imsist at least on this 
endeavour to undo harm already done. 
Arbour Hill is an old, unheated building. 
No prisoner should be asked to pass a winter 
in it To condemn men whose nervous 
vitality has already been so lowered to such 
further treatment is to ensure tragedy.—

SUMMER TIME 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sre,—It is hardly to be expected that the 
drawbacks and disadvantages of summer 
time will be so apparent to the members of 
the younger generation as they are to those 
whose experience is not confined to the post- 
war years. Among the latter, surely, there 
can be very few who would not welcome a 
return to pre-war practice in this respect. 
Apart from the disturbing effects which 
these abrupt changes in regular habits neces- 
sarily involve, perhaps the most wagers. 
disadvantage of the scheme is the enforce 
earlier rising during that season of the year 
when nature provides us with a superabund- 
ance of daylight—more in fact, than any- 
body can usefully employ. This factor, in 
conjunction with the later sunset as com 
pared with the clock, means a longer working 
atid playing day for hosts of peopl, young 
and old, because the day’s activities Cease, 
not at some particular hour of the clock, but 
at the coming of darkness or at some later 
hour. This artificial extension of the day 
indisputably connotes a curtailmeni of that 
period usually devoted to rest and physical 
recuperation. 

Furthermore, in so highly industrialised 
and closely populated a country as Britain 
the clock cannot be ignored. Consequentiy, 
during the summer time period, wrong hours 
are observed—that is to say, hours other than 
those which experience has proved to be 
most conducive to the health and well-being 
of the community Although, perhaps, as 
yet it is too early for the full effects of so 
adverse a combination of factors to be seen, 
it would not be at all surprising if signs of 
the strain to which the population has been 
subjected since 1916 begin to make their ap- 
pearance before long. 

Whether the system can be successfully applied 
in these intermediate, or for that matter any 
other, latitudes must, in the absence of con- 
elusive evidence to the contrary, remain an 
open question. Surely our own experience 
with this sociological experiment amply de- 
monstrates that it is quite unsuited to these 
islands—a conclusion which I venture to 
submit, is confirmed by the very summary 
treatment the innovation has received at the 
hands of, the more progressive Gove-nments.

A DEMAND for a 25 per cent. reduc- 
‘tion’ of the present Poor Law valua- 
tions in Northern Ireland was put forward 
at the meeting of the Belfast Corporation 
to-day, when many members. criticised 
severely the valuations imposed under 
the recent revision, and condemned the

“Shops were closing all over the 
place,” declared Councillor Wilton, “ and 
people: had to give up their businesses 
owing to the high valuations. Many had 
to do without holidays this year. In fact, 
Northern Ireland, as things were going, 
would not last more than another ‘four 
years.” 


THE DEMAND 


The matter arose at the end of the or- 
‘dinary meeting, on a notice of motion 
given by Councillor Cole (Unionist) to the 
effect that the Minister of Finance of 
Northern Ireland be. requested to make 
such provision, on representation, as may 
be necessary to secure an amendment of 
the basis upon which the Poor Law valua 
tion. of property in Belfast is assessed. 
so as to effect an all-round reduction of 25 
ver cent. in the present valuations, as, 
in the opinion of the Corporation, the ex- 
isting basis of valuation will seriously re- 
tard the erection or alteration of build- 
ings, and the development of the city 
generally. 

Councillor Cole said that when the re- 
valuation was first suggested it was clearly 
understood that only anomalies would be 
dealt with: but instead Belfast had been 
treated on exactly the same line as was 
followed in England. The activity of the 
building trade in England was such that 
at present something like 250,000 people 
were employed; but in Belfast building 
had dropped by 89 per cent., simply 
because of the effects of the increased 
valuations. 

It was a well-known fact that many 
householders had been unable to go on 
with their appeal. because it entailed the 
expense of engacing a solicitor and coun- 
se] and attending at the Recorder’s 
Court. ‘There was nothing unreasonable 
in what he asked ; for. it.was.admitted that 
over 95 ner cent. of the people in Belfast 
were distinctly dissatisfied with their pre- 
sent valuations. 

Proceeding, he said that the result of 
the revaluation was that all chance of 
prosperity at the present time had been 
wiped out. All enterprise in the building 
trade had been wiped out, and not ong. of 
them had got a fair deal. 


SOMETHING WRONG 


There was something wrong when the 
City of Belfast was valued on the same 
lines as Manchester and. other places 
thriving with industry across the Channel. 
They had only two main industries, he 
said. One of them—linen—was nearly 
ruined, and in the shipyards they had 
only a few ships under construction. He 
described the recent revaluation as 
iniquitous. - 
Councillor Lavery (Unionist), seconding 
the motion, said that the revaluation of 
Northern Ireland was a very serious 
matter for the industries and business- 
men of Belfast. The rate burden was a 
big problem, apart from the income tax 
demand. The members of the trading 
community, who were endeavouring to 
preserve employment for their staffs and 
to maintain the prestige of the city, were 
mulcted in a serious increase. The increase 
in the valuation of St. George’s Market 
had been 400 per cent., and other muni- 
cipal properties had been revalued in a 
similarly excessive way. In his opinion, 
local assessment committees should be set 
up to deal with appeals.

CAPTURE OF QUINTO PASS

BARCELONA, Thursday. 

The capture of the Quinto Pass and the 
neighbouring heights of Monte Aragon was 
effected. after a heavy bombardment by 
Government artillery. 

Militia, caribineers, regular troops, 
National Guardsmen and shock police took 
part in the assault. 

The combined Government forces rushed 
the enemy positions, taking 415 prisoners, 
of whom some eighty were civilians. They 
captured a large number of guns, the 
breeches of which, however, had been re- 
moved by the insurgents before their 
flight.

DEVALUATION BILL 
PASSED AT LAST 
a 
M. BLUM’S REPUTATION

HE Devaluation Bill, as approved 
finally by the Chamber, has been 
ed by the Senate, following the de- 
eat of the 80 per cent. speculation profits 
tax amendment by 155 votes to 87. M. 
Vincent Auriol then declared the oxtra- 
ordinary session closed. i 
The game oí battledore and shuttle- 
cock between the Chamber and the 
Senate, with the financial destinies of 
France depending on the result, ended in 
a compromise on the main issue, but 
minor points at a late hour to-night were 
ba keeping the measure passing to and 


The Chamber, after approving the 
compromise amendments to the social 
clauses of the bill, on which a dangerous 
deadlock was threatening to develop, 
| sage the bill with a majority of 137— 
for and 217 against. 

In the Senate. where majorities in 
favour of the bill fell to the narrow 
margin of ten last. night, the amended 
bill was approved of this afternoon by a 
show of hands, but, owing to a technical 
flaw in connection with the inclusion of 
Sub-section 3 of Article 13, which became 
temporarily mislaid in both Houses, the 
bill had to be returned to the Senate, 
as an amendment was rendered neces- 
sary in the Chamber. | 

The Senate voted the modified bill, 
which then returned to the Chamber. The 
modified bill includes an amendment to 
Article 13, Paragraph 3, raising from 50 
to 80 per cent. the proposed tax on the 

rofits of Stock Market transactions not 
igquidated on the day the franc was 
devalued. This amendment was adopted 
by 161 votes to 121. 

The Senate amendment was carried de- 
spite its rejection by the Government, and 
the Senate then adjourned until 10.50 p.m. 

When the bill was returned to the 
Chamber the 50 per cent. in the proposed 
tax was reinstated. 

The bill was then again sent back to 
the Senate. 


M. BLUM’S GENERALSHIP 


M. Blum, who has shown that he is 
more anxious to be right than consistent, 
since he urged devaluation, which he 
originally repudiated, has come out of the 
struggle with an enhanced reputation. 

He handled the deadlock in the Senate 
and the Chamber with masterly parlia- 
mentary generalship of tact and tenacity. 
He yielded a little when pressed and 
stuck to his guns when over-pressed. In 
the view of impartial observers, he pre- 
vented thé war of opinions degenerating 
into strife which might not have been 
confined to the legislative arena. 

M. Blum intends pursuing his advan- 
tage at Geneva, for which place. he 
entrains this evening. 


DETAILS OF THE STRUGGLE 


The parliamentary struggle over the bill 
was virtually settled when the Senate ap- 

roved a compromise drafted by their 
Financial Committee. The dispute arose 
over the special clauses of the bill, which 
are aimed at protecting the public from 
a serious rise in the cost of living. 

Last night the Senate threw down the 
gauntlet by rejecting these clauses en 
bloc, although the devaluation clauses 
proper were passed by small majorities. 

Opposition to the Government’s propo- 
sals was based on the argument that to 
give the Cabinet the right to fix maximum 
ae by decree would grant Ministers ar- 

itrary powers. 

Ignoring a personal appeal by M. Blum, 
who warned them of the danger of pro- 
voking a political crisis at the present 
time, the Senators decided to substitute a 
clause merely giving the Government 
power to proceed under the existing law 
against ‘‘ unjustified’ price rises for 
which devaluation was made the excuse. 


ANGRY CHAMBER 


This law had hitherto. been virtually 
ineffective in keeping down French prices. 
owing .to its vagueness and the lack of 
proper machinery to enforce it. 

Angered by what they regarded as the 
cavalier treatment meted out to the 
measure in the Upper House, the Chamber 
of Deputies met again at midnight and 
re-passed the original bill by a large 
majority. 

It also added a clause providing a tax 
of 50 per cent. on all profits made by 
speculation on Friday last—the day before 
devaluation was announced. : 
Anxious negotiations behind the scenes 
followed in an endeavour to arrive at a 
compromise. There was much talk of a 
political crisis, and in the Lobbies it was 
freely predicated that M. Blum might 
take the drastic step of dissolving Parlia- 
ment if the Senate remained obdurate. 


COMPROMISE. 


The effect of conciliatory efforts: was 
shown this afternoon, when the Senate 
met and approved a compromise drafted 
by their Finance Committee. 

Clause 13, the Article in question, first 
reproduces M. Caillaux’s Clause 12 (a), 
and then provides that—should there be a 
considerable increase in the cost of livin 
before December 31st, 1936, compa 
with the present rates—the Government 
shall be enabled, after having’ consulted 
the National Economic Council, and by 
means of a decree of the Council of State, 
to set up machinery for compulsory arbi- 
tration and conciliation. 

The machinery is to be in force for six 
months with a view to the settlement of 
Labour differences, which may arise 
under the collective contracts, as a con- 
sequence of any increase in the cost of 
living. i 
The Government will also be em- 
powered to revise prices, such as those: of 
agricultural products, which are regu- 
lated by law. 

A number of bills originally embodied 
in the text of the Devaluation Bill were 
also passed by the Chamber. These in- 
cluded a bill conferring certain advan- 
tages on the holders of “baby” Bonds ; 
a bill authorising the Finance Minister 
to sign a credit with the Credit Foncier 
for an advance of three milliard trancs 
from tho Treasury, and a bill relating to | 
civil and military pensions.

EE first casualty to the British rein- 
forcements who have arrived in 
Palestine this week was announced to- 
day. Fusilier G. Tuner, of the 2nd 
Battalion, Royal Northumberland Fusi- 
|liers, was shot and seriously wounded 
when a road patrol was ambushed near 
Bab el Wad, on the main Jerusalem-Jaffa 
highway late last night. |

if they had inflicted any casualties. 

It was reported from the 16th Infantry 
Brigade headquarters at Nablus to-day 
that forty-two Arabs were killed and 
fifteen wounded in the engagement at

The rebel chieftain, Sheikh Attiyeh, 
has been killed, epperenty by one of his 
own followers, in his mountain lair’ near 
» Haifa. 

The British troops engaged his band on 
September llth, and it is believed that 
the chieftain was afterwards inclined to 
make peace, much to the anger of his 
more militant followers, one of whom, 
therefore, killed him. 


CASUALTIES TO DATE 


The casualties in the fights up to date 
have been 315 dead and 1.314 wounded. 

The casualties among the British 
forces number 163, including 21 dead in 
the Army, Navy and Air Force, and 7 in 
the British police. The wounded com- 
prise 96 in the Navy, Army and Air Force, 
and 39 in the British police. 

It is known that 184 Moslems have been 
killed, as well as nine Christians and 
eighty Jews, but the Moslems’ civilian 
death-roll cannot be accurately estimated 
owing to their practice of carrying away 
their dead. | 

Company Quaitermaster-Sergeant Wil- 
liam Lancaster, of the Royal Engineers, 
was found shot in his quarters here last 
evening and died to-day. 

Second-Lieutenant R. M. Way, Royal 
Corps of Signals, was accidentally shot 
and killed at Haifa on Sunday night.

SWOOP -ON BEDOUIN CAMP 


It was announced to-day that yester- 
day’s Army casualties included the 
following members of the Royal Ai- 
Force :—One officer and two other ranks 
killed and three officers and two other 
ranks wounded. 

It was also announced to-day that 
Private J. Parkins, of the Dorsetshires, 
and Private C. Lockett, of the Lincolns, 
were wounded in the fighting at Jaba on 
Tuesday.
